Ty 18 August, a nevf barracks installation in Kalocsa (Y 6/N 31) was nearing 
eompletion at the northwestern perimeter of Kalocsa, on the north side of the 
read to Foktoe (Y 6 /n 21) . It consisted of 2 four-story M quarters, each 
about 80 X 20 meters; ij. four-story EM quarters, each about ^0 x 20 meters; 

2 three-story Lil quarters, each about 2h x lU meters; 1 three-story head- 
quarters building; 2 three-story officers' billets; 2 one-story buildings^ 
containing a stage, a motion picture theater, a library and other recreational 
rooms; 1 three-story hospital; 3 one-story vrorkshops; and several small 
subsidiary buildings, including a radio station v*ere receiving and trans- 
mltt^g sets were being installed. Watch-towers, 3 meters high, surrounded 
the otlleting area. Soldiers from Nyireg^aza (R Ii8/K 5^), who were relieved 
monthly, guarded the internees employed in the construction work.
